DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on June 27, 2005 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1 7 and 1 8 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 27, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 3-1 1 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 3-11, there is no express antecedent basis for "said alkenyl group-containing 
compound". 

In claims 8-1 1, it is unclear how "a" molar number limits the claimed subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
6,562,934 (Yonehama et al). 
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Yonehama et al disclose amino compounds obtained by addition reaction of a diamine 
component with an alkenyl compound, reading on the presently claimed unsaturated compound. 
The diamine can be mixed with other polyamino compounds, such as, 
polyoxyalkylenepolyamines, reading on the presently claimed polyoxyalkylene polyamine 
(column 3, line 54 - column 4, line 2). The amount of said other polyamino compound to be is 
preferably 1 part by weight or less per 1 part by weight of the diamine. The preferred alkenyl 
compound is styrene (column 4, line 17 and examples). The reaction proportion is usually 0.1 to 
4 mol of alkenyl compound to 1 mol of diamine component (column 4, lines 25-39). 

The disclosure of the reference differs in essence from the present claims in not expressly 
exemplifying the additional use of a polyoxyalkylene polyamine for reaction with the styrene or 
alkenyl compound. It is maintained that it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art to have used a polyoxyalkylene polyamine in combination with the diamine because 
the reference clearly states that a polyoxyalkylene polyamine can be mixed with the diamine as 
the diamine component. Accordingly, absent evidence of unusual or unexpected results, no 
patentability can be seen in the presently claimed subject matter. 

Response to Amendments 
6. Applicant's amendments filed June 27, 2005 have been fully considered and are effective 
to overcome the rejection based on EP c 206.
